1 • SIWA Officers Attend NPIC Briefing 
Chief, SIWA and Messrs. 

were briefed by Dino Brugioni and a team from NPIC/IEG on 17 March, at NPIC, 
on the ways in which aerial photographs can aid and abet a better under- 
standing of history and international affairs. This is sometimes referred 
to as the "peaceful uses" of imagery. The briefing brought out some points 
made by Mr. Brugioni in his article in the Studies on the "serendipity effect" 
of imagery analysis. Mr. Brugioni made a plea for incorporating more imagery 
in OTR course presentations. 
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2. Area Roundtable 


The Office of Education's Institute of International Studies -- 
established in March 1968 — hosted the II March meeting of the Inter- 
agency Roundtable for Area Training. Dr. Richard R. Ranney, Acting 
Director of the Division of Foreign Studies, led a team of briefers who 
summarized MS programs. Programs in the U.S. extend to: foreign 
language and area studies centers; fellowships for graduate students; and 
research and preparation of instructional materials for language and area 
studies. Programs abroad include: fellowships for faculty members; 
advanced language training; and group projects for research, training, 
curriculum development, and acquisition or preparation of instructional 
materials for language and area studies. 

Dr. Ranney stated that close to $100 million, including private 
institutions' inputs, are expected to be available for the language and 
area centers program in the next fiscal year. There are 107 centers at 
63 American universities. Courses in 27 languages are available in the 
U.S. at such centers. 


The meeting surfaced considerable sentiment for holding a joint 
meeting with the Language Training Roundtable in the near future.
